Representatives of the Soviet mission in 
Tokyo called at the British Embassy on 
14 June and requested transit visas to 
Hong Kong for five members of the mission, 
including the chief, Major General Aleksei Kislenko and a political 
adviser. The party desires to go to Moscow this week via Hong 
Kong and China, 

Comment ; The departure of some rank- 
ing members may be a Soviet gesture in response to recent Japanese 
demands for the missions’s withdrawal. Retention of a working 
staff of approximately 65 in Tokyo maintains the Soviet position that 
the dissolution of the Allied Council for Japan is ’’illegal.” 
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Comment ; A plan to discredit Ambassador 
Muccio can not be confirmed! Bfowever, Rhee has told a rankii^UN 
official that there was ^’corruption" in the American Embassy. 

The Embassy has reported police surveillance 
during the past weeks, and some Korean employees have been subjected 
to pressure.
